F rie n d s in the city have received 
papers fro m relatives of Henry 
(J. 
Martell, 
who was drowned 
in the 
C h ic r iv e r at Florence Monday nigh I, 
telling of th e details of the accident 
which resu lted in the death of the 
young m a n . 
A cc ording to the story Mr. Martell 
went to Flo rence Monday morning 
and w e n t to the ferry a* out 6 o ’clock 
to cross to W arsaw, Ky., where he 
was to spend the night. 
Aside from 
the deceased there were two small 
boys as passengers and the pilot, a 
m an n a m e d Webb. 
T he 'bow of the 
boat w as ag round and when 
Webb 
s ta rt e d th e engine Mr. Martell picked 
up a sp ik e pole to aid in shoving 
off. 
It is not known just what caus­ 
ed th e m a n to fall overboard. 
The 
d o w n in g took 
place ab o u t 50 feet 
from t h e shore, in fifteen feet of wa­ 
ter a n d it is said th a t th e boat could 
not h av e been aground by thirteen 
feet of w ater. The theory has been 
advanced 
t h a t aa the boat moved 
from sh o re Mr. Martell kept shoving 
and when deer water was reached 
lie lost his balance when the spike 
pole failed 
to touch bottom. 
Sn te lling of Lie ac dd.cnt Webb 
said h e w as swinging the bow of the 
boat a r o u n d when the accident oc­ 
curred, a n d stopped the engine as 
soon as be saw t h a t the deceased 
had fallen overboard. 
Webb, and 
a n o t h e r eye witness said t h a t the 
deceased m a de no outcry and they 
could not see his fa *' as he came 
to the surface, their bel'ef being th a t 
his o v e r c o a t had gotten

nam ed Irons, was on the top of the 
bank w h en the m an fell overboard, 
but he ru s h e d to the water, secured 
a row boat and ran into the river 
waist deep, giving the boat a big 
shove j u s t before jum ping in.

oars. 
However, he took

board to paddle and reached within 
a few feet of the place w here the 
man w e n t don the last time.
